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This International Searching Authority found multiple (groups of) 
inventions in this international application, as follows: 

1. claims: 1-5 

These claims essentially define a needleless injection 
device comprising: 

- a lower part 

- an upper part 

- energy store units 

- lock means 

- means for releasing the lock 

- a start unit of storing min. 60% of the discharge energy 

. - separate stuctural components for streching the start unit 
(technical effect: injection without an impact with the 
piston) 



2. claims: 6-10 

These claims essentially define a needleless injection 
device comprising: 

- a lower part 

- energy storage units 

- lock means 

- means for releasing the lock 

- lower part is conical 

- the shape of the cartridge is a truncated cone 

- the angle of inclination of the cartridge is equal to the 
conical angle of the interior of the lower part 

- discharge hole 

(technical effect: to fit the cartridge into the lower part 
firmly and jointlessly) 



3. claims: 11-14 

These claims essentially define a cartridge comprising: 

- a diameter from 0,2 mm for the discharge hole 

- a piston 

- a cylindrical interior 

- a wall thickness 

(technical effect: reduce the price of the cartridge)
